“ALHAMBRA - The recent hiring 
of a bilingual program specialist 这 
the Alhambra School District (in 
LA County) would seem to run 
counter to the trenmad dictated by 
California Governor Deukmejians 
veto of the bill that would have 
extended the state's bilingual 
education program (EL 了 7[307]87T). 

Chiung-Sally Chou，the new bilin- 
gual Says this isnt S0. “IThe position 
was already instituted and had been 
left vacant"” she told 无 ast[HeS 

She added， "了 Politics aside， no 
changes will occur (in Alhambra) 
because kids are in need，SoO they 
will be provided with a sound edu- 
cational PTogram.” 

School districts will still receive 
state and federal funds and are 
required by federal law to provide 
bilingual education. 

Chou and two other Specialists， 
are ITesponsible for implementation 
of the secondary School ESL 
(English as a Second Language) 
Programs in the district. 

"Each ESL Specialist PrIovides 
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(program) Support at one site. 
(However) we all cross to other 
Sites Where OUI help is needed， 
Said Chou. 


STUDENT DIVERSITY 


Chou notes that "there i So much 
diversity with the Asian kids. I am 
a Strong advocate of looking at 
each Student individually. 

"9ome (teachers and administra- 
torS) want to lump them (Asian 
Students) all together.” She notices 
that 计 they dont fit the model 
minority stereotype， that Some 
teachers think ”Something must be 
Wrong with them.” 

She feels lack of cultural aware- 
ness is the problem. Chou Points out 
that the Indo-Chinese Students who 
are entering top schools and becom- 
ing valedictorians are oftenm childrena 
of highly educated Upper-class 
Parents who may have dealt exten- 
Sively with Americans，Many came 
to the US in the "first wave”of 
Indo-Chinese immigrants. 

According to Chou many more 
immigrants came later from refugee 
camps. "Some Were not educated 这

Desses Opening in the Mission is just 
an example of the saying that "这 
you see a (Chinese) move in，then 
youll see another move in.”Yee 
said that Chinese are particularly 
alert for business potential requir- - 
ing small capital investment. 

"In 1982-83 the curve began to 
Tise as the Chinese and Chinese 
Vietnamese began to move into the 
Small retail businesses 记 the 
Mission.” Said Yee，noting that most 
are "boat people. 

A _ combination of factors -- 
including lower Property values. 
Vacant storefronts，and the changing 
ethnic character along Mission 
9treet -- have contributed to this 
new Asian make-up of the area. 

This is not the first time SE?S 
Mission District has faced an "eth- 
nic gentrification.” Long-time San 
FTranciscans will remember that the 
area was predominantly Irish until 
just after World War I when His- 
Pamnics began to dominate. 


VACANT STOREFRONTS 


"Asians are buying or leasing 
vacant Storefronts， It'S aa Positive 
Situation for the Comminity.” Says 
Al Borvice，Executive Director of 
Housing Development and Neighbor- 
hood Preservation Corporation，the 
only Hispanic housing foundation， 
who welcomes the Asian population. 


“TIhe Chinese. are in every neigh- 
borhood. In some areas they make a 
negative impact. JIn the Mission， 
they bring Services,”Said Borvice， 
Dothing the increased vitality and 
Safety they have brought to the 


area. 

Borvice pointed out that Japanese， 
Chimese and Filipino restaurants 
noOw Serving local office workers at 
18th and Mission. This location， 记 
the heart of the Mission, is also the 
center of the districts drug and 
Prostitution trade. 

Borvice disputes the charge that 
the Asian Shopkeepers are Unwilling 
to deal with the Spanish-speaking 
population，noting that some Chi- 
nese have Specifically hired Hispan- 
ics toO Serve the Spanish-speaking 
public. 

"TIhe Asians are coming to work 
in the area at a number of garment 
Stores,” SayS Borvice，reflecting on 
the inexpensive commercial Space 
available in the Mission. (One Teal 
estate agent who deals ip the Mis- 
Sion quoted a commercial Trental 
price of $1.$0 per square foot.) 

(According to SF City Planning， 
the area at and near Mission and 
18th is not zoned for industrial use 
and the Sewing ， factories may 
be illegal - 有 CQ) 

Borvice explained that a daily 
influx of workers who commnute on 
the Fillmore Street bus which 
CIrOSses the city，has contributed to 
the opening of Chinese Testaurants 
Dearby to Serve those workers.

Yet Borvice believes Mission and 
24th will remain Hispanic，although 
he noted that the older generation 
of Hispanics has moved to Daly 
City or the Excelsior District， 
giving way to a new Central Amer- 
ican population.
